Bourne And Lewis Named 
For Rhodes Scholarships 



Prominent Athlete And Inter- 
collegiate Debater Win 
Awards 



Both Successful Candidates 
For Province Of Quebec 
MeGill Students 



David Lewis and Frederick Munroe 
Bourne, both of McGlil are the win- 
ners of the 1031-32 Rhodes Scholar- 
ship for Quebec", according to a state- 
ment Issued last night by Gilbert S. 
Stairs, K.C., Secretary of the Selection 
Committee for the Province of Que- 
bec. According to the terms of tho 
award both men will commence their 
studies at Oxford University next 
year. 

Lewis, a first year student In Law, 
Is a prominent speaker, and was a 
member of many debating teams. He 
took-.an actlvo part in communal af- 
fairs, and was closely associated with 
the labour groups both on tho Campus 
and In the City. In 1920 he held the 
office of vice-president in the Macca- 
bearie Circle, and at one time was a 
delegate to, the Student's Society. He 
was also at ono time secretary of the 
McGlil Debating Society. 

Brilliant Student 
Born in Montreal In 1008, he attend- 
ed the public schools of this city, 
whore he. won a scholarship for en- 
trance to High School. Here again he 
was very successful in his studies, 
and entered McGIU with great distinc- 
tion In 1927. Ho won the Talbot Papl- 
ncau Cup for Impromptu debating, in 
his freshman' year, and in his last year 
was editor of the McGilllad. 

Last year, teamed up with Fred 
Stone, he defeated^ the visiting British 
Debaters; and lie "and Collard defeat, 
ed the speakers from the University 
of Vermont. The same team, too, was 
victorious in the debate here against 
team from the University of Porto 
Rico. As premier at one of tho Mock 
Parliaments last year, he was suc- 
cessful in upholding his platform, 
To Study Physiology 
Munroe Bourne was born In 1910 at 
Victoria, B.C., and later attended the 
High School of Montreal. In 1927 he 
entered McQllI, and embarked on 
course In English and Political Science, 
obtaining hls'B.A. degreo in 1931. At 
present he Is studying the pre-Medical 
Sciences with the'vlew of 'going Into 
Medicine. He will probably pursuo 
his studies In physiology at Oxford 
and return to finish his course In 
Medicine here. 

He was a prominent executive in 
college activities, and. in 1928 was 
elected, class vice-president, becoming 
president In 1929. The same years ho 
won the Charles William Memorial 
Scholarship in. English and Political 
Science. For four years he served on 
the staff of the McGlil Dally, being 
news editor last year. In 1030 he was 
appointed class delegate to the' Stu 
donts. Society, while for" two years he 
Ice-president for the Eng- 
_..erature Society.

Lecturer Illustrates Methods 
Of Overcoming Telephone 
Interference With Slides 




"Inductive Interference 
subject of an illustrated 
cn by Professor Wallace of the En 
glncerlng Faculty, to employees 
tho Northern Electric Company. O) 
about an hour and a halt's duration, 
it was delivered in tho Engineering 
Instituto of Canada Building or. 
Mansfield Strcot, last evening. 

Professor Wallaco prctacod his 
slides with sonic remarks which clari- 
fied the subject. No external 
denco can bo scon when a current ■ 
gas, oil, or water flows through a 
pipe, oven when thoro aro several 
pipes In closo proximity. But when 
a number of wires carrying cloctrlc- 
Ity are within even sovoral miles of 
each othor, very definite action-takes M 
place. This action was described .■- 
with rcferenco to protons and elec- 
trons, , tho unit electric charges of 
which all matter is composed. Pro- 
fessor Wallaco stated that to tho 
three ordinary forms of matter, 
solid, liquid, and gosoous, a fourth 
might bo added— electrified,

With the aid of diagrams on tho 
black-board the spéokor described tho 
action of an electron puni: 
tlally, a D.C. generator, on 
In a power line strung about twenty- 
flvo feet above the ground. À strong 
attraction exists between electrons '- 
pumped Into the ground and the pro- 
tons left in. excoss in the wire.

If Four Walls 
Told 

By Edward Pèrcy 
HIS MAJESTY'S 



Mr. Percy is certainly an admirer of Eden 
Philpptts, and is not ontircly unacquainted with 
his work for this play of ills, showing at His 
Majesty's for the week, contains many of the ele- 
ments and at times, most of tho humour' of "The 
Farmer's Wife," or "Devonshire Cream": though 
Edward Pèrcy's touch Is hardly as light as that 
of Phllpotts. 

The play, which deals with the fisher folk of 
Dorset and the Solith-Wbst, of England, has cap- 
tured, with the help of the câBtè, the curious mix- 
ture of practical sense and heavy sentimentality 
which makes up the constitution of such people: 
it concerns the difficulty and mistrust Introduced 
Into a respectable family circle by, tho adoption of a 

The ca^te as a whole, from a very slow open- 
ing In which they were little helped by the lines, 
rose to tho occasion In tho second "act to finish tho 
performance in a vèry crcdltàblo fashion, and 
wore In the main adequate- to their respective 
Parts. 

Norman 'Page, who played the old and 
humourously spiteful father who has so often ap- 
peared in plays of this sort, managed to bring a 
quite surprising interest, to an otherwise hoper 
lessly conventional character, and very nearly 
stole the play from Toby Crouch, played admir- 
ably by J. Kéndal Chalmers. Mr, David Rising, the 
fathèr, is an old, . old «tory,, but even he must be 
son to Toby, who Is the vlllige ldlot, the old local 
ancient, still amorously , Inclined, and Tho Uncle 
Tom Coblclgh of our youth combined; carefully 
ronovatcd, it's true, but yet having about him the 
earmarks of a less critical age. It must however 
be said that these two, by sheer acting ability, 
lifted tho mediocrity of unpromising parts to the 
close ne!ghbourho6d of real Comedy. To a cautious 
critlo Mr. Page's voice was not "quite as loud as 
It might well have been, though it is a moot point 
how much of this was due to a desire' to imitate 
the senility of David, rather than to faulty diction. 

The play as a whole lost a certain extent, 
through the fact that neither of~the leads, taken 
by Lady Cholmondeley, and John Counsell, were 
able to hold their own while David or Toby were 
on the stage, or Indeed anywhere near It. 

While both were at times good and spoke of 
their, linès really capably, they lacked conviction 
at thè one time when they were really called upon 
by a lenient author to carry the action on their 
own undoubted merit, and in consequence allowed 
thé first act to end a disappointing ralllntando. 

Of the women, Marguerite Cellier as Mrs. Stur- 
gessi another conventionalised but amusing char- 
acter, and Prunella Page as the adopted daughter, 
divided the honours equally between them. The 
former played an excellent., Joan .to Norman . Page's 
somewhat acid Darby, and; w»« admirable in their 
frequent tiffs. Perhaps if Miss Page were a little 
less refined In tone she might have made a success 
of a small part which rather cramped hep style. * 

It would be vain to hope that In siich an at- 
mosphere, one could escape the Inevitable jmiall 
chjld, playod as all theatrical children are played 
by Peggy Frostlck, who, It mu*t be admitted, , made 
an admirable boy. Nevertheless, surely the time 
has come for audiences to see, even on the stage, 
a small child who talks like a small child, and not 
like a prodigy of indeterminate sex and. doubtful 
Innocence. This weakness , is especially nbtlcable 
In this play, where, for no apparent reason,, young 
Benjy and his adopted cousin delay the action by 
discussing, with a wealth of detail and a singular 
lack of reticence, the moral peccadillos of -Saul, 
upon whom_ young Benjy has some original !f 
alarming views. 

The minor characters were nowhere weak, and 
the whole show entertaining, though given a bet- 
ter vehicle, It would be worth while to see tho 
company act, notably John Counsêll and frlonds 
Toby and David.
